The cost to the county cf keeping 
Adams County prisoners in out-of- 
county institutions has increased 
by more than 20Q per cent in the 
last decade, according to the records 
at the office of the County Com­ 
missioners. 
Ten years ago the county spent 
$15,209 81 to maintain prisoners in 
out-of-county 
institutions.

year the county spent $53,604.56 for 
the same purpose, or $38,494.75 more 
than was expended in 1944.

Institute of Technology.

Th challenge Is “ to m ake think 
ing popular, to elevate respect for

PREMIER OF RED 
CHINA SAYS HE'S 
AFTER FORMOSA 


TOKYO f/P—Red China’s Premier 
Chou En-lai, in one of his most 
bristling statements to date, says 
‘‘the 
Chinese 
people 
will never 
halt” until the Red flag flies over 
Formosa, island holdout of Chiang 
Kai-shek’s Chinese Nationalists. 
Chou voiced this latest Commu­ 
nist threat to capture 
Formosa 
before 
a 
government-sanctioned 
consultative conference in Peiping 
last Tuesday. Peiping radio did not 
broadcast 
Chou’s 
remarks 
until 
Sunday. 
Peiping quoted him as saying: 
‘‘Taiwan (Formosa) is China’s 
territory and the Chinese people 
will never halt until Taiwan is lib­ 
erated . . . The Chinese people 
resolutely demand that the United 
States 
withdraw’ 
all its 
armed 
forces from Taiwan.” 
Roast* Of Strength 
Chou, at the same time, boasted 
that China no longer is a w’eak 
nation and would not beg for peace 
at the price of surrendering terri­ 
torial claims. 
He 
called 
the 
recently-signed 
mutual defense treaty under which 


the United States promises to de­ 
fend Formosa and the nearby Pes­ 
cadores as ‘‘a great menace to 
peace in the Far East and Asia.” 
The Chinese Communist leader 
charged that the United 
States 
attempted “to cover up the aggres­ 
sive substance of the . . . treaty” 
by creating “a great clamor about 
the . . . U.S. spies that had been 
justly convicted in China.” 
That W’as Chou’s only reference 
to the ll U.S. airmen imprisoned 
by the Reds on spy charges. He 
made no mention of U.N. Secretary 
General Dag HammarvSkjold’s pro­ 
jected trip to Peiping to seek the 
airmen’s release. 
“Great Regret” 
Chou told the conference his gov­ 
ernment feels “great regret” over 
recent actions by Great Britain. 
He said relations between Brit­ 
ain and Red China improved dur­ 
ing the Geneva conference. But he 
added that of late Britain "has 
been vigorously following the dan­ 
gerous policy of the United States 
aggressive bloc on certain major 
issues.” He mentioned Formosa as 
being one of these “issues.”

Lamb prices were erratic during 
the past year, showing strength in 
tile early part of 1954 but losing 
ground during the summer and early 
fall. By October thev had lost all 
the gains made in price during the 
first part of the year. The higher 
slaughtei and weakening demand I 
for lamb contribued to this price 
decline. 
Lamb slaughter is expected to be 
smaller in 1955, but competition 
from beef, pork, and other meats 
will limit price increases. Until cat- j 
tie prices make a substantial recov­ 
ery there is no great hope for im- j 
provement in lamb prices. Lamb 
prices usually bear a rather stable 
relationship to the price of steers. 
On October 12. 1954. a support of 
an average of 62 cents per pound of 
wool (106 per cent of September 15 
parity) was announced by the U. S. 
Department of Agriculture. For the 
1955 wool clip a support as high as 
HO per cent of parity is permissible 
under the Agricultural Act of 1954. 
Support can be provided by means of 
direct payments to producers as well 
as by loans, but any support above 
90 per cent of parity must be by 
pavments-only. 
Higher support prices for wool 
could be an incentive for maintain­ 
ing or Increasing sheep flocks even 
though wool provides only one- 
fourth tc one-third ot the income 
from the sheep-producing industry. 
There is a tendency for this Increase 
in farm sheep flocks to Uke place In 
the eastern part of the country*. 
Wrt (train Feeding 
More milking parlors are being 
built by dairymen of this county In 
the last couple years. One of the 
problems experienced by dairymen 
using his type housing is the length 
of time it takes cows to eat their 
grain in the parlor. 
In some instances the operating 
efficiency may be considering re­ 
duced by slow-eating cows. Re­ 
search conducted by daiw scientists 
at the Michigan Agricultural Ex- 
oeriment B atlon indicate that eat­ 
ing time can be reduced 52 to 65 per 
cent bv the addition of 15 pounds of 
water per pound of grain fed. Add­ 
ing water to the fratn at this rate 
form* a mixture which is consumed 
more readily by the cow 
Various ichemes for watering the 
, grain mixture fed in the milking 


I parlor have been devised. Some op- 
! erators have added water by use of a 
bucket, while others have mounted 
water supplies above each stall. 
Another Method 
Another method Is to run pipes 
, from the main water line to each 
milking stall and attach a hand- 
operated. self-closing type valve at 
each feed bowl or box. The feeding 
j operation can be completed in less 
than a minute with automatic grain 
feeders and use of Ute self-closing 


! type of water valves. 
In addition to faster eating, other 
advantages may be grained from j 
wetting the ^rain fed lr. the milking j 
parlor. Milking trials have shown i 
that Uie falter the cows eat their ! 
grain, the more rapidly they milk I 
out. 
„ 
It seems that lf cows are able to j 
consume their grain easily this may 
be reflected in a more complete 
response to the milking act. Fur- . 
thermore. when wet grain Is fed. it! 
is not necessary for the cow to raise 
her hesd and add as much saliva to 
the concentrate mixture before it is i 
swallowed. Therefore, the amount 
of feed she spills on the elevated 
platform is materially reduced, the 
milking parlor is neater to that ex- I 
tent and tile wastage of concentrate 
lessened.

A Russian Agent 
It found the American Commu­ 
nist party to be a Russian agent.

through the courts. 
Thus it started. Last Thursday, 
the U S Court of Appeals here up­ 
held the constitutionality of the In­ 
ternal Security Act of 1960 and 
the right of the board to order 
the party to register.

D epartm ent’s Tax Division report­ 
ed today that 542 persons were sue-! 
cessfully prosecuted for crim inal j 
violations of the federal tax laws 
in 1954. 
These 
convictions

pleas stem m ed from investigations 
initiated by both the present and 
p r e v lo u s 
adm inistrations 
and 
brought into court during the year 
A report to Atty. Gen. Brownell 
said that during 1954 the division 
brought to a close more than 4,150 
civil and crim inal tax cases, about 
25 per cent more than in any pre­ 
vious 
year, 
and received 
more 
than 4.300 cases, about the sam e 
as the previous high in 1953. 
Asst. Atty. Gen. H. Brian Hol­ 
land. who heads the Tax Division, 
said that of the successful prosecu­ 
tions, 123 persons w ere convicted 
after trial and 419 others pleaded 
guilty. He said this com pared with 
70 
convicted 
and 
423 
pleading 
guilty in 1953 and 53 convicted and 
324 pleading guilty in 1952. 
About 7,150 tax cases of all types 
are currently pending in the courts, 
including 960 crim inal.
